Publie Works Provisions—Will Meet with B. P. W.. 
Selectmen and Finance Committee Soon 


The Andover school beard met Wednesday 
evening to discuss the matter of a new school 
as the result of a suggestion made by the 
Board of Selectmen in connection with the 
National Recovery Act a few weeks ago, but 
no definite action was taken since the com 
mittee felt that it was not sufficiently in 
formed on the provisions of the Act. A com 
bined meeting of the selectmen, finance com 
mittee, Board of Public Works, and school 
committee will be called by the Board of 
Selectmen in the near future and at that time 
the school board will endeavor to secure the 
information it needs 


While no definite action was taken, much 
information was secured on the Federal 
Public Works plan as it would work out in 
Andover, As explained by the Selectmen 
previously, thirty percent of the cost of any 
necessary public mnstruction would — be 
donated by the Federal Government and the 
rest would be borrowed from the Federal 
Government, redemption paymer 
made over a period of twenty-five years. The 
school committee did not feel absolutely sure 
about the workings of the act, however, in 
connection with the donation, the local labor 
question, the hours of labor question, and the 
contract award situation

The figures on enrollment at the public 
schools were discussed by the members. The 
total enrollment is the largest yet, there being 
1576 pupils in the schools on the opening day 
as compared with 1533 the previous year, and 
1310 ten years ago, Charts were presented 
showing the increase graphically over the last 
decade or so. There has been an increase 
interrupted some years ago by the advent of 
the parochial school and more recently by the 
moving of the American Woolen Administra 
tion offices out of Shawsheen. The rise in the 
last few years has been a steady one, and this 
despite the fact that so far in 1933 fifty per 
cent more working certificates have been 
given out this year than the whole of 1932 

The cost of building today was also taken 
up, and it was reported that construction at 
present cost 
pared with 41.1 cents a few years ago

Enforcement of the provisions of the codes 
adopted under the NRA is a duty which has 
been turned over to the local committees, 
according to Capt. John R. Hurlburt, Essex 
county chairman of the NRA, who spoke last 
Friday evening at a mass meeting in the town 
hall. The Massachusetts State Recovery 
Board, he said, has delegated its authority to 
the county chairmen, and they in turn have 
transferred it to the local board, It is the duty 
of the local board, he stated, to make the 
signers live up to their agreements. 

Capt. Hurlburt declared that out of the 
crisis of March 6 when every bank in the 
country was closed came the NRA, the most 
important legislation of any country in the 
world. It is not government control of busi 
ness, he said; rather it allows business to do 
what it has wanted to do for years but 
couldn't because the various businesses 
would not get together. The success of the 
plan to date has been phenomenal, he as- 
serted, with 85 per cent of all the employees 
in the country now under some code 

At the conclusion of his address Capt 
Hurlburt answered a number of questions 
He said that domestic help is not under a 
code, that there is no law against working on 
another job after obtaining a full week's pay 
on one job although the employer has a moral 
obligation not to accept such an employe 
Retail establishments, he said, must give help 
a day off on a holiday with full pay for the 
week. The clerical staff in a hospital, he said, 
is under the code with the doctors and nurses 
exempt. In a case where a man punches a 
time clock and returns to work on another 
shift a report should be made to Boston and 
cases where women are employed over hours 
should be reported to the state labor depart 
ment, In regard to a question on child labor, 
he said that they can work only three hours a 
day under 16 years of age and then only be 
tween 7 a.m, and 7 p.m. and not at any time 
which would in any way interfere with their 
school hours, He said that he finds that 90 
per cent of those who break the rules do so 
through ignorance and the other ten per cent 
do so through “chiseling” and five per cent 
of these seriously. He said that no one has any 
right to atte mpt to get the stores together to 
keep uniform hours although they may do so 
themselves. Husband and wife may work in a 
store not affected by the code but any other 
member of the family comes under the code 
Stores can be kept open 24 hours per day 

No community, the speaker said, or group 
of merchants can require other merchants to 
maintain certain prices although they may 
get together through mutual agreement 
Price provisions will be in the permanent 
code. Nothing prevents the employer from 
discharging an employe and le suggested 
that complaints be received in writing to 
show the good faith of the employe and that 
the committee keep secret the name of the 
employe from the employer when making an 
investigation, He cited a case where a girl 
who registered a complaint against her em 
ployer was discharged by him for so doing and 
the employer was later forced to take the girl 
back.

| portunity. Had he achieved nothing else in 
life it would have been preeminently worth 
while. However, his loyalty to his family did 
not prevent him in his loyalty to his fellow 
men, He was not merely a homebody who let 
the rest of the werld go by, but he took an 
intense interest in all worthwhile causes. It 
was because of his loyalty as well as his 
ability that he was honored with a distinct 
position in the company for which he worked 
It was because of his loyalty to the high 
deals of the Masonic order that he was re- 
warded with the highest distinction in the 
local order. Life’s success is to be measured by 
the number of beneficent contacts it has 
made with other lives. Those who shared Mr 
Marland’s friendship knew his beneficent 
influence. He was a man who could very 
quickly detect real worth in a human charac 
ter and to be counted as his friend was a high 
honor. He hated all sham and pretense and 
could express himself in no uncertain terms 
about it 

“In the third place let me point to his 
loyalty to God. He was not a man who would 
talk much about religion. It was Emerson 
who once said to a man ‘Your actions speak 
so loudly that I cannot hear your words ‘In 
the case of Mr. Marland his actions told more 
about his faith than his words, for by his 
actions he showed his religion. He did not 
profess much in words, but lived a great deal 
Whenever given an opportunity he was 
ready to promote the welfare of the church 
\s it was he devoted most of his interests to 
the beneficent organizations of which he was 
a member. Having been his pastor for three 
years may I say that he always was ready to 
help me with good advice as well as encour 
agement 

“You will find his presence retlected in the 
home which he has helped to build, in these 
rooms which he has helped to furnish in the 
atmosphere and environment which he has 
helped to create. Nay more than that you 
will find his presence within yourselves, for 
after all, to put it plainly you are bone of his 
bone and flesh of his flesh and your life is 
molded by his spirit and even though a large 
part of him may now be gone nevertheless 
that part of his spirit which remains will bind 
you to each other with an even greater loy 
alty

CHARLES N. MARLAND 
With the passing of Mr. Charles N. Lar 
land, the last member of a distinguished 
family which was known for many years in 
Andover has departed from us.

Colonial Shipbuilding 
Dates Back to Year 1607 


Shipbuilding in the Colonies began 
in 1607, with the construction of the 
80-ton pinnace named Virginia, built 
by the Popham colony, which settled 
on the coast of Maine 18 years before 
the Mayflower started for Americar 
shores; followed by the Onrust, the 
first vessel built by the Dutch on the 
Hudson in 1614, 

Jamestown had small crafts in 1682, 
and the year 1635 saw six ships built 
by the Pilgrims for coastal trade with 
the Indians, with the Trial launched 


in Boston in 1641. Ten years after 
the Restoration Act of 1651 every 
American port from Portland to 


Charlestown was a swarming avenue 
of masts; and when Charles I was 
defeated by Cromwell, Massachusetts 
had four shipyards. 

In 1668 the flourishing world com- 
merce of the Colonies began, and with 
the dawn of the Eighteenth century 
the fastest and most beautiful ships 
driven by wind were engaged in com- 
merce beyond the Cape of Good Hope, 
through labyrinths of East India 
Archipelagos, bound for the “China 
trade.” In one year Newburyport saw 
41 ships and 50 schooners sail for the 
Orient, and Massachusetts In 1770 had 
one sea-going vessel of colossal impor- 
tance that helped lay the cornerstone 
of the American nation. 


Woman Was Originator of 
Father’s Day Observance 


Mrs. John Bruce Dodd of Spo- 
kane, Wash., was the originator of 
Father's day. She began her move 


ment back in 1910, as a tribute to 
her own father, William J. Smart, a 


G. A. R. veteran, who had reared 
his own motherless group alone. 
Mrs. Dodd drew up a petition ad- 


dressed to the ministerial association 
of her home city urging such con- 
structive teaching from the pulpit as 
would point out the importance of a 
father’s place in the home, 

Newspapers helped to launch the 
movement but did not treat the sub- 
ject seriously. Congressman J. Hamp- 
ton Moore of Pennsylvania and later 
Congressman Snell of New York in- 
troduced resolutions in congress to 
set aside a Father's day for a nation- 
al observance, but nothing came of 
their efforts, 

Then the National Greeting Card 
association and the tobacco dealers 
of the nation came to the rescue. Their 
efforts made Father’s day—the third 
Sunday in June—a day of nationwide 
observance. 


Origin of Barbed Wire 

In the United States, barbed wire 
for fencing was originally suggested 
to meet conditions existing in the west- 
ern states, by reason of the large cat- 
tle-raising industry in sections where 
timber was scarce. Farmers set them- 
selves to find a way by which wire 
could be used without being destroyed 
by the animals it was intended to con- 
fine, and barbed wire not unnaturally 
suggested itself. So immediately did 
this device find favor with the farm- 
ers of the United States, and, in fact, 
all over the world, that the manufac- 
ture of wire was revolutionized. The 
practical beginning of the industry was 
in the patents Issued to 
Glidden of DeKalb, IIL, In 1874 
barbed fence wire, and during the 
same year to Joseph F. Glidden and 
Phineas W. Vaughan for a machine 
to manufacture it.
